CHARTER 


OF  THE 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  PENNSYLVANIA, 

AS  APPROVED  BY  THE  SUPREME  COURT  MAY  13,  1854,  AND  ENROLLED  MAY  15, 
] 854,  IN  CHARTER  BOOK,  YOL.  NO.  7,  P.  545,  ETC. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

The  name  of  this  Corporation  shali  be  the  *•  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Pennsylvania.” 

article  II. 

CORPORATION. 

The  Corporation  shall  consist  of  all  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  Pennsylvania,  signifying  their  assent  in  writing 
to  this  Charter,  and  of  all  persons  who  shall  contribute  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  annually,  or  in  behalf  of  whom  shall  be  contributed 
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whom  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  provided  that  such  annual  payment  be  made  at  least  one 
month  before  the  time  of  such  annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  III. 

OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  this  Corporation  are,  First — The  extension  of  mis- 
sionary effort  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  in 
said  diocese,  and  the  better  support  of  Clergymen. 

Second. — The  education  of  persons  for  the  ministry. 

Third. — Such  objects  incidental  to  the  above,  as  may  tend  to  the 
extension  of  said  church. 

ARTICLE  I V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a Board  con- 
sisting of  a President,  Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording 
Secretary,  and  one  hundred  lay  trustees,  in  addition  to  all  clergymen 
of  the  diocese  whose  congregations  by  collections  or  through  paro- 
chial organization,  shall  have  in  the  previous  year  contributed  to  its 
funds. 

The  Bishop  of  the  diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President,  and  in  his 
absence,  or  in  case  of  a vacency  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Board  shall 
choose  its  own  temporary  President. 

The  first  election  of  lay  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  evening  of  the 
third  Tuesday  of  May,  A.  D.  1854,  and  thereafter  on  the  evening  of 
the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  each  year,  and 
in  case  of  failure  to  elect  on  that  day,  the  lay  trustees  whose  terms 
would  have  expired  shall  hold  over  for  the  term  they  would  have 
held  if  on  that  day  duly  re-elected.  The  said  lay  trustees  .shall  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  whom  shall 
expire  in  successive  years.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  in  their  own  body.  Twenty  members  shall  be  a quorum 
for  all  ordinary  business  ; but  for  filling  vacancies  in  their  own  body, 


adding  to  or  establishing  Standing  Committees,  making  or  altering 
by-laws,  purchasing  or  selling  real  estate,  or  other  capital  stock  of  the 
institution,  or  contracting  any  debt  over  two  hundred  dollars,  except 
on  report  of  one  of  the  Standing  Committees  hereinafter  provided  for, 
a majority  of  the  whole  number  shall  be  a quorum. 

The  executive  action  of  the  Board  shall  be  vested  in  the  following 
committees : — 

First. — The  Committee  on  Missions,  to  consist  of  five  clergymen 
and  five  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  committed,  with  final  powers,  the 
selection  of  mission  stations  and  of  missionaries,  and  the  determining 
the  amount  to  be  appropriated  to  the  better  support  of  the  clergy  indi- 
vidually ; the  drafts  of  which  committee  shall  be  a sufficient  warrant 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  money. 

Second. — The  Committee  on  Education,  to  consist  of  five  clergy- 
men and  five  laymen,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  selection  and 
support  of  persons  looking  to  the  ministry;  the  drafts  of  which  com- 
mittee shall  be  a sufficient  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  money. 

Third. — The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  laymen, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  devise  and  execute  means  for  the  supply  of 
funds,  and  for  their  suitable  investment,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
two  committees  hereinbefore  specified,  to  transfer  or  convert  such 
investments,  and  to  direct  payment  by  the  Treasurer  of  current  or 
incidental  expenses,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  for  any  one 
purpose.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  also,  semi-annually  to  audit  the 
Treasurer’s  accounts.  Of  this  committee  the  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  a member. 

Fourth. — Such  other  committees  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to 
time  organize ; provided  that  in  no  case,  by  such  action,  shall  the 
jurisdiction  or  powers  of  the  first  two  named  committees  be  invaded, 
or  final  powers  given  to  any  other  committee. 

The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio,  chairman  of  the  first  two  of  the 
above  committees. 

The  committees  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be  elected  by  bal- 
lot, unless  balloting  be  dispensed  with  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
trustees  present,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  next  succeeding  the 
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annual  meeting  in  each  year.  They  shall  continue  in  office  one  year ; 

ut,  on  a failure  to  elect  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  next  succeeding 
the  annual  meeting,  they  shall  hold  over  during  the  current  year, 
''hey  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  bodies  ; and  in  each  a majo- 
vi  y,  exclusive  of  the  ex  officio  members,  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

The  Board  shall  also,  at  its  first  meeting  after  its  election,  or  at 
such  other  time  as  it  may  appoint,  elect  a Treasurer,  a Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  a Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  be  appointed.  At  the  discretion  of  the 
Committees  on  Missions  and  on  Education,  a salary  may  be  allowed 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  be,  ex  officio,  Secretary  to 
the  said  Committees,  and,  under  their  directions,  conduct  their  cor- 
respondence. In  case  of  a vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  or  Recording  Secretary,  it  shall  be  temporarily 
filled  by  the  joint  appointment  of  the  three  standing  committees  here- ; 
inbefore  named,  especially  convened  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

An  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  at  the  place  of 
meeting  of  the  annual  convention  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  evening  of 
the  day  of  its  meeting,  at  which  meeting  the  annual  reports  of  the 
committees  shall  be  read,  and  such  other  exercises  had,  as  the  three 
standing  committees,  above  mentioned,  acting  jointly,  shall  prescribe. 
At  this  meeting  shall  be  held  the  election  of  trustees,  as  is  hereinbefore 
directed. 

ARTICLE  V I. 

AMENDMENTS. 


This  charter  shall  not  be  amended,  except  at  the  annual  meeting 
f the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  corporators,  nor  unless  notice  of  the  specific  amendment  be 
given  at  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  the  year  preceding. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

PRESENT  ORGANIZATION. 

Until  the  organization  of  the  Board  in  May,  1854,  as  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  the  following  shall  be  the  trustees,  officers,  and  commit- 
tees of  the  corporation.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS, 


The  Committee  on  Missions  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Societ 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  Pennsylvania,  in  accordanc 
with  the  requisitions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Society,  present  to  th 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  members,  the  following  report  of  the  prc 
ceedings  during  the  first  year  of  their  operations  : 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  earlier  months  of  their  organization  wa 
occupied  by  the  Committee  in  adopting  rules  for  their  government,  i 
arranging  times,  places  and  methods  of  business,  and  in  other  prt 
liminaries  incident  to  a new  body  entering  upon  a work,  of  the  im i 
portance  of  that  which  was  confided  to  this  Committee. 

When  these  were  all  arranged  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  £ 
once  directed  to  the  great  purpose  of  their  institution,  which,  ac  | 
cording  to  the  Charter,  was  generally  “ the  extension  of  Missionar 
effort  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  in  the  Die 
cese,  and  the  1 e ter  support  of  clergymen,”  and  particularly  “ th  i 
selection  of  mission  stations  and  of  missionaries,  and  the  determini 
ing  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  to  the  better  support  of  the  clerg;; 
individually.  In  prosecution  of  this  end  the  following  points  wen 
evidently  the  subjects  of  investigation  : 

The  extent  and  nature  of  the  field. 

The  work  to  be  done  in  it;  and  • 

The  resources  within  reach  of  the  Committee  for  the  accomplish 
ment  of  this  work. 

Before  the  Committee  lay  the  whole  breadth  of  the  State  o 
Pennsylvania,  over  which  are  sparsely  scattered  the  few  Churches  o' 
our  communion,  which  have  grown  into  various  degrees  of  strengtl 
within  the  last  thirty  years.  As  it  was  shown  by  a map  prepared1 
for  the  Committee  and  now  lying  on  the  table  for  the  inspection  o 
the  Soc  e y,  whole  counties  contiguous  to  each  other  and  belting  th«, 
State  from  one  boundary  to  another,  were  without  a single  Church 
towards  which  the  Sabbath  feet  of  the  members  of  this  Church, 
often  strangers  from  a strange  land,  could  be  directed  by  the  call  o 
its  service  and  ministry.  Of  the  existing  Churches  many  are  com 
posed  of  small  congregations  of  very  limited  means,  the  people  un 
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tccustomed  to  giving  and  with  narrow  and  illiberal  views  of  the 
nanner  in  which  a minister  needs  to  be  supported.  They  are  sur- 
rounded by  a population  oftentimes  utterly  opposed  to  our  Church. 
They  have  been  almost  prostrated  in  not  a few  cases  by  the  mistakes 
)f  former  incumbents,  and  are  thus  without  power  from  within,  or 
Sympathy  from  without,  to  enable  them  to  do  the  great  work  for 
vhich  they  were  established,  to  convert  men  to  the  faith  of  the  Lord 
|resus  Christ  and  exhibit  our  Church  in  its  simple  Apostolic,  Gospel 
haracter. 

In  a field  like  this  the  object  of  the  Committee  in  this  and  future 
i-ears  must  necessarily  be  to  increase  the  number  of  the  Churches,  to 
trengthen  the  congregations,  so  to  furnish  help  to  those  which  are 
ioor  that  the  people  might  learn  the  luxury  of  giving  what  is  neces- 
ary  for  the  proper  support  of  the  ministry ; and  to  preach  the  Gos- 
>el  through  the  Church,  by  a full  development  of  its  evangelical 
haracter,  and  such  an  exhibition  of  its  principles  as  would  attract 
nd  not  repel  those  to  whom  we  desire  to  make  its  benefits  known. 
The  resources  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends  consisted  first 
f course  in  those  liberal  contributions  which,  it  was  hoped  such  a 
fvork  would  draw  from  the  earnest  laymen  of  our  congregations, 
"hat  this  hope  was  not  vain  will  be  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  Fi- 
ance Committee  to  whom  the  matter  is  by  charter  confided,  and  by 
re  results  to  be  laid  before  you  in  the  reports  of  the  other  Com- 
littees.  It  is  only  alluded  to  here  in  order  that  those  members  of 
ae  Episcopal  Church,  to  whom  this  report  is  addressed,  and  who 
re  alike  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  may  be  reminded  of  the  strength 
f the  call  made  upon  their  means  and  their  prayers  by  the  work 
'hich  this  Committee  has  undertaken  in  our  own  State  and  Diocese, 
'he  other  resources  of  the  Committee  was  in  the  supply  of  earnest, 
ctive  ministers,  full  of  fervor  for  the  work  of  the  Gospel,  zealous 
>r  souls,  and  patient,  persevering  and  wise  in  the  use  of  the  means 
>r  good  put  in  their  hands  by  the  Head  of  the  Church. 

Having  thus  decided  upon  their  principles  of  action  the  Committee 
roceeded  to  adopt  such  missionary  stations,  and  to  provide  for  them, 
r to  assist  them  in  the  provision  of  such  ministrations  as  would 
arry  out  these  plans.  In  this  they  were  of  course  greatly  aided  by 
te  duty  which  devolved  upon  them  of  continuing  to  support  those 
tissionaries  who  had  been  before  provided  for  by  the  Missionary 
ocieties  and  other  systems  of  Missionary  effort  of  several  of  the 
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city  Churches.  Adopting  the  salutary  and  economical  rule  of  quai 
terly  payments  in  advance,  and  resolving  to  undertake  the  aid  eithe 
in  whole  or  in  part  of  no  parish  which  had  previously  been  sell 
supporting,  excepting  under  peculiar  circumstances,  they  soon  place 
upon  their  list  of  missionary  stations  the  points  in  different  parts  c 
the  State,  which  with  several  since  added  are  included  in  the  follow 
ing  list :

. In  support  of  these  missionaries  the  Committee  have  appropriated 
iot  far  from  five  thousand  dollars,  making  an  average  payment  of 
fome  $260  for  each  clergyman  assisted.  In  addition  to  this  $200 
Ivas  voted  the  Bishop  for  special  missionary  service  in  the  interior  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  special  gratuities  to  Rev.  Messrs.  Beatty,  Stone, 
Mendenhall,  Long  and  Clements,  the  Committee  having  adopted  a 
ule  by  which  special  contributions  may  be  directed  to  any  specific 
ndividual  under  certain  restrictions. 

With  this  extended  field  thus  occupied,  it  will  not  occasion  surprise 
a hear  that  even  the  liberal  contributions  furnished  by  the  Finance 
Dommittee  were  exhausted  before  the  end  of  the  year;  and  in  view  of 
ie  demands  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  new  year,  which  the  pro- 
ision  of  payment  in  advance  made  it  the  duty  of  the  officers  to 
leet  in  the  present  ; in  view  of  the  concurrent  operations  of  our  fel- 
nv  Committee  on  Education  and  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Com- 
littee  on  finance,  this  Committee  were  forced  to  lay  upon  the  table 

(te  numerous  applications  for  aid  and  the  numerous  opportunities  for 
ccomplishing  their  special  work  which  in  the  providence  of  God 
ave  been  presented  to  them.  Otherwise  others  would  have  been 
jdded  to  the  list  of  stations,  under  the  proviso  with  which  all  sta- 
ons  necessarily  are  adopted — That  the  incumbents  shall  be  approved 
f by  the  Committee,  and  other  missionaries  assisted  and  supported, 
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whose  claims  have  been  deferred  until  the  contributions  of  the  nev 
year  replenish  our  treasury  and  enable  us  to  answer  the  loud  call; 
from  various  parts  of  the  Diocese.  Beside  these  there  are  others  t< 
come  under  discussion  whenever  our  means  are  enlarged,  whosi 
struggling  efforts  the  Board  will  gladly  endeavor  to  uphold. 

This  Committee  united  with  the  Committee  on  Education,  early  ii 
the  season  in  putting  forth  a circular  addressed  to  the  parishes  of  tht 
State,  and  signed  by  the  clerical  members  of  both  Committees  askinj 
pecuniary  aid  for  these  great  objects.  They  suggested,  as  means  t< 
this  end,  collection,  in  Churches  and  from  individuals,  contribution 
from  parish  organizations,  and  the  formation  of  missionary  societie  1 
auxil'ary  to  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society.  They  have  also  con 
curred  in  all  the  appeals  circulated  and  the  other  measures  taken  b} 
the  zealous  members  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  they  refe 
now  to  all  these  statements  and  arguments  in  the  hope  of  enlistinj 
the  interest  and  the  aid  of  the  members  of  the  Church  throughou 
the  State.  In  order  that  the  various  congregations  of  the  Dioces' 
may  be  made  acquainted  with  the  operations  in  which  we  are  en 
gaged  and  their  hearts  warmed  by  accompanying  us  in  our  mission 
ary  labors,  the  joint  Committees  have  resolved  upon  the  publicatioi 
of  a Missionary  Journal,  to  be  issued  every  three  months,  under  th 
charge  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Society 
and  with  the  sanction  of  the  Committees,  to  be  circulated  gratui 
tously  by  Rectors  of  Churches  and  otherwise,  among  the  people  o 
our  communion.  To  further  this  object  and  other  measures  for  th 
support  of  their  joint  operations  they  have  resolved  upon  a quarterl; 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committees  in  conference.  But  they  fe£ 
that  none  of  these  measures  will  avail  for  the  continued  support  o 
their  noble  work  unless  they  can  awake  the  consciences  and  the  heart 
of  their  constituents.  No  lover  of  the  Protestant  Episcopa 
Church,  a citizen  of  this  State,  can  look  upon  the  map  of  Pennsyl 
vania  without  feeling  how  deeply  he  is  bound  to  stretch  forth  hi 
hand  in  the  endeavor  to  make  its  deserts  blossom — no  lover  of  th: 
Gospel,  a member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  can  recall  th 
hindrances  which  have  been  thrown  in  the  way  of  our  progress  b; 
the  errors  of  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years,  without  feeling  it  to  be  hi 
paramount  duty  to  send  forth  men  who  will  exhibit  the  Protestan 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  attitude  in  which  our  fathers  plaeed  hei 
Appealing  to  them  thus,  as  citizens,  as  Christians,  as  members  of  th 
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Church,  the  Committee  feel  safe  in  leaving  the  whole  matter  of  an 
^enlarged  provision  for  its  future  operations  in  the  hands  of  their  con- 
stituents and  in  the  hands  of  all  who  acknowledge  these  grounds  of 
their  claims.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION, 

The  Committee  organized  immediately  upon  its  election,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  adopt  rules  for  its  government,  and  consider  plans  for 
action,  to  be  pursued  in  the  exercise  of  its  appointed  and  important 
unctions.  But  it  labored  under  a peculiar  difficulty,  from  its  want 
)f  experience  in  the  work  which  it  had  undertaken.  The  ordinary 
work  of  missions  was  one  to  which  all  active  members  of  the  Church 
uad  been  long  accustomed ; for  scarcely  has  there  been  an  active 
uarish  in  the  Diocese  for  years  without  some  missionary  organization 
|>r  missionary  effort,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  present  Committee 
?s  almost  the  first  organization  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the 
^support  of  young  men  for  the  ministry,  which  has  existed  in  this 
Diocese, — or  if  any  effort  has  before  this  been  made,  it  left  no  expe- 
ience  to  guide  us,  and  but  little  success  to  encourage  us.  Even  in 
he  whole  American  Church,  of  our  communion,  there  exist  but  a few 
similar  Societies.  Thus  our  field  was  new  and  untried.  Every  step 
was  uncertain  and  experimental.  How  to  gather  in  those  who  desired 
o study — how  to  procure  means  of  supporting  them — by  what  test 
he  claims  to  the  help  of  the  Committee  should  be  examined— how 
ar  students  should  be  assisted — at  what  period  in  their  course — or 
with  what  degree  of  previous  knowledge — how  the  Committee  should 
jiecure  themselves  from  the  disappointment,  or  the  funds  of  the  bene- 
volent from  the  waste,  consequent  upon  the  adoption  of  persons  who 
,vould  dishonor  the  sacred  ministry  by  pernicious  life  or  pernicious 
doctrine — were  questions  pressed  upon  them  the  answers  to  which 
hey  have  not  yet  reached,  nor  will  reach  except  by  long  experience. 
Meanwhile,  they  are  happy  in  being  permitted  to  lay  before  the

Society  the  result  of  their  twelve  months’  labor.  They  have  adopted 
such  a set  of  rules  as  their  best  reflection  has  suggested,  applying 
them  merely  at  their  discretion,  according  to  the  momentary  exigency. 
Without  investigation,  as  strict  as  circumstances  will  permit,  they 
admit  none  to  their  list  of  beneficiaries.  A committee  is  appointed  in 
every  case,  who  feel  their  responsibility  to  God  and  the  Church,  lest 
they  assist  to  the  ascent  of  His  altars  those  who  will  neither  save 
themselves  nor  others.  In  order  to  gratify  the  natural  reluctance  ot 
young  men  to  be  known  as  beneficiaries  of  such  a body,  they  desig- 
nate those  they  assist  by  a number,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  they  require  from  every  one  a quarterly  report  of 
his  progress  in  study,  and  of  other  matters  which  may  guide  the 
committee  in  an  estimate  of  the  character  of  his  head  and  heart. 

But  even  had  they  accomplished  this  difficult  task,  and  decided 
upon  the  course  of  action  which  would  be  best  for  the  Church,  and 
the  candidate  for  her  dignified  but  laborious  trusts,  they  would  have 
had  to  meet  difficulties,  well  known  to  Christians  of  all  denominations, 
in  the  present  dearth  of  persons  disposed  to  enlist  in  the  body  of 
Christ’s  official  servants.  They  were  indeed  prepared  to  expect  this 
latter  difficulty,  for  they  feel  that  they  would  not  have  been  called 
into  existence  by  the  Church,  unless  the  outposts  of  her  camp  were 
one  by  one  being  left  undefended  by  those  who  ought  to  step  forward 
to  supply  the  place  of  the  fallen.  Either  in  punishment  of  that  pre- 
sumption which  has  led  us  to  depend  too  much  upon  the  use  of 
means,  or  for  some  other  wise  purpose,  it  has  pleased  the  Chief  of 
the  Host,  Jehovah  Sabaoth,  to  leave  the  minds  of  his  people  to  that 
fearful  apathy,  which,  according  to  the  experience  of  every  body  of 
Christians  in  the  community,  has  kept  back  recruits  for  his  service 
for  these  years  last  past.  Conceiving  it  their  duty  to  awaken  the 
Church  in  this  matter,  the  Committee  united  in  an  earnest  and  affec- 
tionate appeal  to  its  members.  They  stated  the  object  of  the  organi- 
zation, “ the  selection  and  support  of  men  looking  to  the  ministry;” 
they  reminded  those  who  loved  the  Gospel  of  the  necessity  of  calling 
forth  the  men  who  could  defend  and  propagate  it ; they  even  appealed 
directly  to  pious  laymen  who  had  felt  a desire  to  dedicate  themselves 
or  their  sons  to  this  self-denying  work,  and  pointed  out  how  they 
might  supply  their  own  want  of  service,  whether  voluntary  or  invol- 
untary, by  searching  out  young  men  qual  fied  to  study,  or  by  provi- 
ding pecuniary  means  by  which  the  former  wo  dd  be  prepared  for 
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their  support.  Notwithstanding  the  difficulties,  however,  in  the  nature 
of  the  work,  and  in  the  want  of  material  by  which  it  can  be  carried 
on,  the  committee  would  persuade  themselves  that  the  fact  of  their 
existence  as  an  Education  Board  is  a sign  of  the  best  augury,  and 
; they  are  not  without  hope  therefore  of  being  permitted  before  long  to 
enter  upon  a career  which  will  not  be  without  its  effect  upon  the 
Church.  Already  wealthy  and  liberal  men,  even  in  other  Dioceses, 
are  thinking  of  this  Committee  as  the  means  by  which  their  funds 
may  be  appropriated  to  bringing  out  that  talent  among  Christ’s  fol- 
' lowers,  which  ought  to  be  engaged  for  his  public  service.  Already, 
we  hope,  young  men  are  thinking  of  the  responsibility  that  is  resting 
upon  them  in  this  matter,  and  Christians  are  praying  that  among  us 
I may  be  found  many  who  will  endeavour  to  make  a due  dedication  of 
their  bodies  and  souls  to  this  great  work. 

It  will  be  now  anticipated  that  thus  far  the  Board  have  been  enabled 
to  extend  aid  to  only  a few  persons.  The  following  is  the  list  of 
those  who  have  been  assisted,  designated  in  the  manner  already  re- 
ferred to :

Making  in  the  whole  nine  hundred  dollars  appropriated  by  the 
Committee  for  the  support  of  young  men  preparing  for  the  min- 
istry, in  this  its  first  year.  The  character  and  conduct  of  these 
young  men  have  hitherto  been  such  as  to  give  satisfaction  to  the 
Committee.  They  belong  generally  to  families  who  are  without 
much  means,  and  are  thus  the  suitable  recipients  of  our  aid.  Some 
of  them  are  pursuing  their  theological,  and  some  their  academical 
studies.  Some  are  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia.  Some 
are  studying  in  private.  Some  have  almost  reached  the  closing 
period  of  their  studies,  and  some  have  only  entered  upon  them.  All 
are  persons  who,  as  far  as  the  Committee  can  judge,  have  given  up  their 
lives  to  the  service  of  the  Saviour,  and  are  the  children  of  God  by  adop- 
tion and  faith.  That  there  are  only  a few  of  them  the  Committee 
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regret,  and  they  therefore  appeal  to  Christians  for  aid,  with  purse 
and  prayer  and  personal  influence,  to  open  before  them  a wide  ex 
tended  field  from  which  will  come  many  leaders  in  the  Hosts  o 
the  Lord. 

With  this  brief  statement  of  their  position  and  their  hopes,  you) 
Committee  now  resign  the  trust  committed  to  them  a year  ago,  deeplj 
sensible  of  the  important  work  which  has  been  given  them  to  do, 
Since  their  election,  two  of  their  number,  well  known  to  all  for 
zeal  in  good  works,  have  been  taken  to  their  reward — the  Rev, 
James  H.  Fowles  and  Benjamin  W.  Frazier,  Esq.  How  necessary 1 
is  it,  while  God  is  thus  among  us  in  such  sad  bereavements,  to 
strive  with  a more  earnest  sense  of  our  responsibility,  rightly  and 
faithfully  to  fulfil  our  trust,  before  the  night  cometh  when  no  man 
can  work.  And  what  greater  trust  can  be  laid  upon  us  as  Christians 
than  that  which  calls  us  to  fill  the  places  of  the  godly,  whom  the 
Almighty  Master  takes  unto  Himself,  with  new  laborers  in  his  vine- 
yard. They  are  taken  away  from  us,  and  shall  none  supply  the 
gap  in  our  ranks  ? Are  there  none  to  hear  this  call  ? The  Com- 
mittee commend  such  thoughts  to  the  serious  and  prayerful  consider- 
ation of  the  members  of  the  Society  ; especially  to  those  who  are 
laymen,  and  they  hope  the  result  may  be,  under  God,  not  only  the  offer 
of  plentiful  means  to  carry  on  the  work,  but  the  offer  of  many  hearts 
and  hands  which  now  stand  in  the  market  place  idle,  but  who  soon 
will  be  taught  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  say  unto  the  Master,  here 
am  I,  Lord,  send  me.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  FINANCE, 

The  Finance  Committee  report  as  follows  : 

The  total  amount  of  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year,  now  ex- 
piring, is  $5898  06 

Which  ha3  been  drawn  from  the  following  sources: 

Individual  subscriptions  and  donations,  - - 2748  55 

Churches  and  Sunday  Schools,  ...  2961  20 

Female  auxiliary  societies  (quarterly  and  annual  payments),  188  31 
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With  regard  to  each  of  these  three  sources  of  income  the  Commit- 
tee desire  to  submit  a few  observations  : 

I.  Individual  Subscriptions  and  Donations  .—The  greater  amount 
of  these  had  been  received  in  sums  of  fifty  dollars,  with  the  general 
understanding  that  they  shall  be  considered  as  annual.  Upon  no 
other  principle  can  the  society  be  carried  on  than  by  not  only  a con- 

i tinuance  of  these  subscriptions,  but  an  extension  of  the  number  of 
persons  by  whom  such  amounts  are  subscribed.  In  this  view  an 
increased  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Committee,  during  the  ensuing 
year,  to  obtain  such  an  addition  to  the  number  of  persons  by  whom 
this  and  similar  amounts  are  subscribed,  as  to  secure  to  the  society  a 
settled  income  of  at  least  four  thousand  dollars  from  this  branch  of 
revenue. 

II.  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools. — All  that  is  asked  of  the  city 
churches  in  this  respect  is  that  the  amount  formerly  subscribed  by 
them  to  individual  diocesan  missions  should  be  now  contributed 
through  this  channel.  It  is  understood  that  by  the  present  method 
individual  and  congregational  preferences  as  to  the  object  desired  are 
carried  out  as  fully  as  under  the  former,  while  it  is  clear  that  by  a 
general  basis,  such  as  the  society  affords,  there  can  be  more  security 
to  the  missionary  of  the  continuance  of  his  stipend,  a greater  unifor- 
mity of  salary,  and  much  less  inequality  of  distribution.  It  is  hoped, 
therefore,  that  no  one  of  those  congregations  which  formerly  aided  in 
the  missionary  work,  will  now  at  all  diminish  the  appropriations  for 
the  disbursement  of  which  this  society  forms  the  channel.  That  this 
has  been  done  by  at  least  two  of  the  city  congregations  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  of  the  aggregate  amount  received  from  Churches  and 
Sunday  Schools,  more  than  one-half  has  been  contributed  by  the  two 
parishes  in  question.  In  respect  to  parishes  which  have  heretofore 
been  ranked  among  the  non-contributing,  so  far  as  diocesan  missions 
were  concerned,  the  committee  conceive  that  an  additional  appeal 
should  be  made.  It  is  to  them  that  the  constitution  emphatically 
points,  when  it  declares  that  contribution  by  a parish  to  the  mission- 
ary fund  shall  be  essential  to  constitute  its  rector  a trustee.  The 
policy  of  this  is  obvious.  It  is  prayer  and  interest , much  more  than 
money — much  as  she  wants  the  latter — that  the  church  needs.  And 
no  missionary  effort  is  likely  to  be  lasting  which  is  not  reproductive. 

It  is  the  cardinal  feature  of  this  society  that  it  converts  its  reservoirs 
into  fountains  ; — the  objects  of  its  bounty  into  the  sources  of  its 
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strength.  And  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  in  the  next  year  there  will 
not  be  a missionary  station,  however  new,  or  parish,  however  feeble* 
that  will  not  contribute,  through  collections  or  parochial  organizations, 
a sum,  no  matter  how  small,  to  the  parent  society. 

III.  Female  Auxiliary  Societies. — The  remarks  applied  to  the  last 
head  bear  with  peculiar  force  on  this.  These  organizations,  together 
with  Sunday  School  Auxiliaries,  the  Committee  regard  with  peculiar 
interest  as  the  most  effective  instrumentality  that  can  be  employed  in 
the  cause  of  missions.  From  seven  of  the  female  auxiliaries  the 
annual  subscription  now  secured  is  $357  ; a sum  unprecedented  in 
our  missionary  history,  when  it  is  recollected  that  it  is  from  the  mis- 
sionary field  that  the  amount  is  drawn.  But  the  sum  itself  is  no 
measure  of  the  value  of  the  aid  thus  bestowed.  Though  it  is  compara- 
tively small,  it  is  produced  by  the  exertions  and  accompanied  with 
the  prayers  of  many.  And  so  far  as  it  involves  the  agency  of  chil- 
dren, it  is  of  still  greater  moment,  for  the  mission,  with  the  support 
of  which  a child’s  earliest  acts  of  self-denial  are  associated,  is  that 
which,  when  it  becomes  his  part  to  occupy  a wider  sphere  and  strike 
a deeper  blow,  will,  under  God’s  grace,  be  the  one  to  which  his  en- 
larged energies  and  his  mature  sympathies  will  be  consecrated.  The 
Committee  cannot  here  omit  to  record  in  this  connection  their  satis- 
faction with  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  William  H.  Paddock,  district  mis- 
sionary in  Western  Pennsylvania,  and  their  hope  that  similar  auxil- 
iaries, modified  according  to  local  or  parochial  circumstances,  will 
soon  be  found  in  every  church  in  the  diocese.
